Findings by a University of 
Alberta researcher show a 
24-hour nurse-on-call option 
designed to alleviate pres¬ 
sure on emergency rooms 
may be just what the doctor 
ordered. 

Dr. Bev Williams, associate 
professor of nursing, led the 
“tele-triage” study over nine 
months. 

She said 92 per cent of 
312 callers to Alberta Health

Services’ Health Link were 
women, seeking health help 
for themselves, their children 
or parents. 

“If there was not a link 
these people would have to 
visit a physician or emer¬ 
gency room,” said Williams, 
whose findings were pub¬ 
lished in the Journal of Clin¬ 
ical Nursing. 

Williams discovered sev¬ 
en out of eight respondents 
followed advice given over 
the phone. Concerns ranged 
from pregnancy and post¬ 
pregnancy care, to cold and 
flu, diarrhea and skin prob¬ 
lems, she said. 

Whether people took pre¬ 
scribed care advice depended 
on several factors. 

“It seemed to depend 
whether the nurse made them 
feel confident, if the nurse 
stressed the importance and 
if they agreed with the advice 
given,” said Williams. 

Her team also polled 
about 400 patients at three 
city emergency rooms on 
whether they knew about the 
Health Link Alberta service. 
About 20 per cent were not 
aware it existed, she said.

Anders Behring Breivik shed 
tears as he went on trial Mon¬ 
day for killing 77 people — but 
not for his victims. 

The emotional display 
came when prosecutors 
showed his anti-Muslim 
video. 

Dressed in a dark suit and 
sporting a thin beard, the 


right-wing fanatic defended 
the July 22 massacre as an 
act of “self-defence” in his 
professed civil war, and sat 
stone-faced as prosecutors de¬ 
scribed how he killed each of 
his victims. 

But he was gripped by emo¬ 
tion when they showed a video 
warning of a Muslim takeover 
of Europe and laden with cru¬ 
sader imageiy that he posted 
on YouTube before the attacks. 

“Nobody believes that 
he cried out of pity for the 
victims,” said Mette Yvonne 
Larsen, a lawyer representing 
survivors and victim’s famihes 
in the court proceedings. 


Breivik showed no signs of 
remorse on the first day of a 
trial that is expected to last 10 
weeks. Eight people were killed 
in Breivik’s bombing of Oslo’s 
government district and 69 
were slain in his shooting mas¬ 
sacre at the left-leaning Labor 
Party’s youth camp on Utoya 
island outside the capital. 

Breivik has said the attacks 
were necessary to protect Nor¬ 
way from take over by Mus¬ 
lims and that he deliberately 
targeted the governing Labor 
Party, which he claims has be¬ 
trayed Norway with hberal im¬ 
migration policies.

Was it really love of the tirst 
sight? 

1 usuaUy say it was love at first 
dip, but it was ready after¬ 
wards, when we were safe on 
land, that the romance began.

Why have you chosen to go 
public with your love? 

It was the media who started 
to write about us, but we felt 
that we wanted to give a differ¬ 
ent picture of Utoya.

McSalt 


Salt content can 
be lowered, 
despite fast food 
industry claims 

Researchers are question¬ 
ing the fast food industry’s 
efforts to lower the salt 
content of its menu items, 
particularly in Canada and 
the United States. 

They say restaurants 
often cite technical food 
processing challenges as 
a reason they’re unable to 
reduce salt. 

But a new study 
published in the Can¬ 
adian Medical Association 
Journal is challenging that 
assumption. 

Menu items were com¬ 
pared from major chains 
around the world and 
salt levels in Canada and 
the U.S. were consistently 
higher than those in other 
countries. 

McDonald’s Chicken 
McNuggets in Canada, 
contain two and a half 
times the amount of 
sodium of their U.K. 
counterparts. 

Researchers argue it’s 
possible to reduce salt and 
doing so would result in 
public health benefits.

The top U.S. military officer 
said Monday the nation’s 
military leadership is em¬ 
barrassed by allegations of 
misconduct against at least 
10 U.S. military members at 
a Colombia hotel on the eve 
of President Barack Obama’s 
visit over the weekend.

Army Gen. Martin Dempsey,

He said he regretted that the 
scandal, which also involved 11 
Secret Service agents accused 
of cavorting with prostitutes 
at the hotel, diverted attention 
from Obama’s diplomacy at a 
Latin America summit. 

The Secret Service sent 11 of 
its agents home from Colombia 
amid allegations they had hired 
prostitutes at a Cartagena hotel. 

The mihtaiy members be¬ 
ing investigated were staying at 
the same hotel. Little said. 

Appearing with Dempsey 
at the Pentagon, Defence Sec¬ 
retary Leon Panetta said U.S. 
troops are expected to abide 
by “the highest standards” of 
behaviour whether they are 
at home or abroad.

The high-end housing mar¬ 
kets of Toronto and Van¬ 
couver headed in opposite 
directions last month as the 
average price of a Canadian 
home fell, according to the 
Canadian Real Estate Asso¬ 
ciation.

Gregory Klump, CREA’s chief 
economist, said Monday, 
with fewer sales over $1 mil¬ 
lion in Vancouver in March 
weighing on the national 
average, while high-end sales 
in Toronto picked up the 
pace.

The Dish is a warm, wel¬ 
coming little bistro. 

It boasts decor that, 
though eclectic, adds up to 
elegance.

Hi Charles, 

I have a question about 
tipping when ordering 
food for delivery from a 
restaurant. What is the 


appropriate amount to tip 
the delivery person? Also, 
should this be adjusted 
based on whether the 
restaurant adds a delivery 
charge, or whether they 
have a separate, higher- 
priced menu for delivered 
food instead of a delivery 
charge? I also live in a 
condo ... does this make a 
difference? I tind no one 
really knows how much to 
tip, except that it seems 
it should be less than in a 


restaurant.

Dear Susan, 

Firstly, the fact that you 
live in a condo has abso¬ 
lutely nothing to do with 
how much you should tip 
for any delivery service. 

Secondly, some restau¬ 
rants charge a delivery 
charge as you mentioned, 
however rarely if ever do 
these go to the driver, and 
to your final point, some¬ 


times restaurants have 
a higher-priced takeout 
menu as this covers either 
packaging costs and or fees 
with a third party that they 
work with for the takeout 
delivery service. 

So now the final part of 
your question, how much! 

I personally always give 
10 per cent for deliveries, 
while in a restaurant with 
full service 1 would give 
a gratuity of 15 to 20 per 
cent. 


I also have consulted 
with several etiquette 
colleagues who agree with 
the 10 per cent suggestion. 
Now remember a tip has 
to be earned — the driver 
should be on time, polite, 
friendly and the food 
should be delivered hot. 

Remember it is OK to 
reduce the amount of a tip 
based on poor service and 
if service is bad, remember 
to call the restaurant to let 
your concerns be known.

After one week on the 
market and minimal ne¬ 
gotiation, I sold my house 
Saturday night for the price 
and conditions I wanted. 

When I purchased my 
home seven years ago, it 
was in rough shape: badly 
stained carpets, dreadful 
paint colours, rickety ap¬ 
pliances and filthy. But the 
location was great, and the 
price point suited my small 
budget. I bought the house 
and began my journey of 
adding value through afford¬ 
able home improvements. 

Because of my hmited 
budget, I couldn’t upgrade 
the house all at once. So I 
tackled my list of improve¬ 
ment ideas over three years. 

I consulted home renova¬ 
tion blogs and kicked off 
my improvements with a 
hundred hours of thorough 
cleaning of cabinets, drapes, 
floors, walls, closets and 
more. This allowed me to 
determine whether I could 
repair, rather than replace, 
certain aspects of the home. 
I repaired my furnace and 


saved $4,000. 

My floors, however, stunk 
of dog doo and bleach. I 
replaced them with high 
quahty hard wood, which 
was on sale because my local 
supplier was over-stocked. 

I negotiated a further 
discount in exchange for 
pa34ng cash and taking the 
product that same day 

I coupled the floor instal¬ 
lation with new paint, light 
fixtures, faucets, toilet seats, 
knobs on the cupboards and 
had my electrical outlets 
updated. Once completed, 

I hit up eBay, Craigslist and 
garage sales for gently used 
forniture and appliances. I 
bought a new stove, still in 
its original wrapping, for 
$60. 

According to Bankrate, 
com, you can add value to 
your home on a shoestring 


budget by focusing on: 

-Kitchen, bathrooms and 
appliances: upgrade faucets, 
appliances, paint, refinish 
cabinets, re-grout tiles, and 
replace knobs and toilet 
seats. 

-Storage: reduce clutter 
by setting up well-designed 
storage spaces. 

-Mechanics and plumb¬ 
ing: hire an electrician and 
plumber to fix any issues 
and make improvements to 
the ‘nitty-gritty’ aspects of 
the home. 

-Lights and flooring:
